Take Me Out 


Peanuts, and other allergens, are a common school problem

Arachis. Casein. Whey. 

Sound puzzling? 

For the 200 or more food- 
allergic students in Andover, 
deciphering nutrition labels can 
feel a little like cracking a mad 
scientist’s code. With the number 
of food allergies on the rise in 
schools, parents are now seeking 


more tools to make living with 
allergens easier. 

“In the past five years, the 
number of kids with peanut aller- 
gies has doubled nationally, rising 
from approximately six million to 
11 million,” said Rita Casper, 
head nurse for Andover Public 
Schools. “Medical experts are 
still trying to figure out why this 


is happening.” 

Currently, the largest group 
affected by food allergies in town 
schools is elementary students, 
according to Casper. 

Out of 2,843 students in 
grades K-5, approximately 170 
are allergic to one or more types 
of food; out of 1,462 middle

Tap dance for Fish Brook

The state’s efforts to help reduce 
salt in Andover’s drinking water 
have progressed at a “snail's pace,” 
according to town health officials. 

Since forging an agreement to 
meet monthly with health officials 
beginning in April, Mass Highway 
has kept two appointments out of 
seven. 

“In my opinion they’re doing a 
great tap dance,” said George Dun- 
bar, chairman of the Andover Board 
of Health. “When we take one step 
forward (the state) brings us two 
steps back.” 

The end of last winter marked 
the end of trucks spreading sand and 
salt over the junction of Interstate 
93 and Route 495 —and a decline in 
sodium levels in town water that 
were 25 times greater than those 
recommended by the Environmen- 


tal Protection Act. 

The major highways run next to 
Fish Brook, a five-mile long stream 
pumped into Haggetts Pond, the 
town’s water supply. Along with 
runoff from the highways, a state 
salt dump at the junction that sup- 
plies winter road salt to the high- 
ways was also flagged for contribut- 
ing to the high sodium levels. 

Town Meeting voters approved 
$20,000 to fund a study that would 
help pinpoint the source of high salt 
in the Fish Brook and Haggetts 
Pond watersheds in early May. 
Since the absence of road salt from 
the winter months, tests revealed 
that sodium levels have dropped off 
significantly, again pointing to salt- 
ing trucks and the salt shed as the 
probable cause, said Town Health 
Director Everett Penney. 

The state has approved a plan 
that would cut the amount of salt in 
the watershed area in half. But the 
Andover Board of Health said win- 
ter is fast approaching while action 
by Mass Highway is not. 

Low salt signs along the water- 
shed corridor are supposed to serve 
as a “no salt dumping” signal to 
State trucks and private contractors. 
The Board of Health is still waiting

to see the signs installed. 

“The problem is going to be 
making sure it gets done,” said Pen- 
ney. “I requested that Mass High- 
way assign one engineer to oversee 
things and to implement an enforce- 
ment plan. They’re not going to 
dedicate one person to that job, so 
now we have to hope the salt prob- 
lem is addressed, and addressed on 
time.” 

Continuous intake of water with 
high sodium levels can contribute to 
heart disease and other health com- 
plications, Penney said. 

Mass Highway reports it is cur- 
rently working to remedy the salt 
problem. 

“We are in the process of placing 
the orders for the signs,” said Erik 
Abell, a spokesman for Mass High- 
way. “Mass Highway is in the 
process of a districtwide review of 
all low salt area locations north of 
Boston. The Andover location is 
one of the priorities on that list.” 

Abell said representatives of 
Mass Highway are scheduled to 
meet with town health officials to 
further discuss the issue later this 
month, and the department hopes to 
have all signs in place by then. 

The Board of Health is continu- 
ing to test the water, while exploring 
options for moving the salt shed. 

“They (Mass Highway) have 
made a lot of promises,” Penney 
said. “We hope they keep the com- 
mitment.”

school students about 65 are 
allergic; and among Andover 
High’s population of 1,811, 20 
are affected. 

Causes of food allergies have 
sparked controversy in medical 
circles, with growth hormones 
and preservatives getting 
flagged as potential culprits. But 
no one has been able to prove 
such claims yet, said Casper. 

Food allergies occur when 
the immune system launches an 
attack on certain proteins in a 
particular food. The substances 
in the food that trigger the 
immune system to respond are 
called allergens. Casper blames 
eight major food allergens for 
causing 90 percent of all aller- 
gic reactions: milk, eggs, soy, 
peanuts, tree nuts (like walnuts 
and pecans), fish, shellfish, and 
wheat. 

The most common allergen 
affecting Andover’s student 
body is peanuts. Because some 
allergic reactions can be induced 
and spread by touching foods or, 
in some cases, through airborne 
contact, parents are pushing for 
schools to adopt a uniform poli- 
cy that puts food allergy infor- 
mation at everyone’s fingertips. 

“Anything that has the poten- 
tial to kill a child raises a serious 
issue,” said Cindy Cromer, co- 
president of the Parent-Teacher 
Organization at South School. 
“Parents sending kids (with food 
allergies) off to school want to 
feel assured that their kids are 
going to be safe. Having the 
information available to all par- 
ents would be very helpful.” 

Parents of South School stu- 
dents recently made food allergy 
education one of their top prior- 
ities during districtwide budget 
discussions. 

“Right now there is no dis- 


trict-wide policy,” added 
Cromer. “The parents have been 
working with (Principal) Woods 
and the School Committee to 
address this need.” 

Cafeterias in town schools 
are now posted with signs 
advertising peanut-free tables. 
The signs, said Casper, are 
markers that help schools to 
guard against exposure. 

But many parents of food- 
allergic children, especially 
those sending students off to 
school for the first time, want to 
know how schools are managing 
food allergies. Part of staying 
safe is educating all parents on 
the dangers of cross-contamina- 
tion, said Christine Clark, a 
pediatric research dietitian at 
Boston Children’s Hospital. 

“It’s helpful for parents and 
students to feel safe when it 
comes to eating in schools,” said 
Clark, stressing that younger 
children can be placed at a high- 
er risk from sharing lunches. 

“A child in kindergarten 
might not be as quick to turn 
down a classmate offering plain 
M&Ms,” said Clark. “But plain 
M&Ms can contain trace 
amounts of peanut oil since both 
candies (plain and peanut 
M&Ms) are made on the same 
factory food lines.” 

Other unassuming foods, 
such as cheese Ritz Bits, can 
also contain trace amounts of 
peanut oil, triggering a poten- 
tially deadly situation. 

Clark said simple tips, such 
as sending younger students to 
school with their own lunches 
and encouraging all students not 
to trade foods, could help save a 
child’s life. 

Beginning in January, said 
Clark, scientific names on nutri- 
tion labels will be decoded, 
making the lives of consumers — 
allergic or not — a little easier.

The new Food Allergen Label- 
ing and Consumer Protection 
Act, requires food manufactur- 
ers to clearly state if a product 
contains any of the eight major 
food allergens. Names like 
arachis (peanut oil), casein 
(milk) and whey (milk), will 
stand alongside their simpler 
definitions, separated by paren- 
theses. 

In addition, the law requires 
that the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration conduct inspections to 
ensure that food manufacturers 
comply with practices to reduce 
or eliminate cross-contact of a 
food with any major food aller- 
gens that are not intentional 
ingredients of the food. 

The bill also directs the FDA 
to issue final regulations defin- 
ing and permitting the label 
claim “gluten-free” no later than 
2008. Gluten, a protein, is found 
in such grains as wheat, rye, and 
barley. 

“Food allergies can be a 
tough thing to live with,” 
Cromer added. “We have 
arrived at a place where schools 
have to address it more. It’s on 
the rise and what do you do?”

“It was a vision of mine to get this built,” said 
Mrs. Ruggiero, who is well known around the 

state for her tireless advocacy for the rights of the 
disabled 

‘There’s nothing worse than a child who can’t 
fend for himself and you worry that he’ll be taken 
advantage of. We don’t have to worry about that 


here.” she said. 

She was clearly overcome with emotion as the 
home's community room was dedicated to her; 
and numerous state officials talked of her advoca- 

y and applauded her devotion to helping the dis- 
ibled 


She graciously stated that she “got lots of help” 
on this project and thanked her husband of 60 
years, Fred Ruggiero, for putting up with her. But 
those-in-the-know said the graciousness gets set 
aside when it comes to helping disabled people. 

“You don’t say no to Rosalie.” said Luann 
Giannone, who sits on the Creative Living Board 
of Directors and delivered a speech so powerful 
that Sen. Sue Tucker reacted by jumping to her 
feet and leading a standing ovation. 

“She's knocked on corporate doors, gone to 
New York corporations and begged for money, 
organized protest marches at the Statehouse for 
766 (special education) funding and has sneaked 
into facilities to make sure residents are treated 
properly,” Giannone said with tear-filled eyes. 


“She's been a voice for fairness, compassion and 
love for families with members who are special 
needs.” 

Coming together 

The new home at 268 Rear South Main St. has 
been in the works for the past six years. It is the 
product of numerous state, local and federal agen- 
cies coming together. Locally, town officials and 
members of the Faith Lutheran Church in 
Andover were very involved in getting approval 
for the 8,000-square-foot structure called Luther- 
an Creative Living Independent Living Project. In 
November, 2001, Congressman Marty Meehan 
announced a $984,000 HUD Supportive Housing 
for Persons with Disabilities award to the project. 
That helped to provide advance financing for the 
$1.6 million building. The state’s Department of 
Mental Retardation has been very involved and 
will make the resident referrals. Two of those 
placements are certain — Freddie Ruggiero and 
Bob Kidwell. Both men will be moving in during 
the next several weeks. 

There are nine units at the house. Eight inde- 
pendent living units are for residents with devel- 
opmental disability. One two-bedroom unit is for 
the resident manager. Lutheran Community Ser- 
vices-Creative Living Inc. of Wellesley owns the 
building while the local Faith Lutheran Church in 
Andover has been actively involved with the pro- 
ject since 2000. 

Each unit has the appropriate facilities for 
independent cooking, sleeping and living. There 
is a common hallway connecting the units in the 
one-floor building. 

And, as Bob Kidwell said repeatedly at the 
dedication, “It’s just gonna be great.”

of $175,000 for a septic system and $250,000 for 
the town water connection.

Melmark believes the deed restriction applied 
only to the building (the formation center) that 
would become the Melmark school, a comment 
their lawyer made at 2004 Town Meeting without 
opposition from town officials.

Weighing in on the grass issue 


The last mow-down

Mow, mow, mow — you don’t! 

Selectman have squashed resi- 
dent Peter Lemay’s quest to allow 
mowing of a small strip of grassy, 
town-owned land next to his prop- 
erty, 

Stop mowing and the civil 
fines and criminal complaint will 
go away, board members told 
Lemay at their meeting Monday 
night. Lemay agreed. 

And so ends Lemay’s months- 
long fight with the town trying to 
convince officials to keep mani- 
cured a 20-foot wide slice of grass 
next to his property at 7 Keystone 
Way. 

“I’ve been doing this for 25 
years and I’m astounded that this 
is blown out of proportion to the 
extent that it has,” Lemay’s attor- 
ney, Robert LaVoie told select- 
men. 

Andover brought out some of 
its most influential town officials 
to weigh in on the grass issue, 
including the town’s lawyer, four 
members of the Conservation 
Commission, the head of the 
Department of Public Works, 
Town Manager and four select- 
men. 

Lemay also brought his own 
artillery to the meeting, including 
LaVoie, the developer of his sub- 


the. 


division and a former selectman. 

The whole, grass-stained affair 
started last spring, when Lemay 
built a pool, deck and $40,000 
sports court in his family’s back- 
yard. The Conservation Commis- 
sion refused to approve the pro- 
ject’s completion because a site 
inspection showed a strip of town 
land adjacent to Lemay’s property 
was being mowed - the land is 
within a wetland buffer zone. 

A May 24 letter to Lemay 
from Conservation Director Bob 
Douglas requested that Lemay 
stop mowing the grass and allow 
the land to grow naturally. Since 
then, Lemay has been fighting to 
keep the grass mowed, arguing his 
case numerous times in front of 
the Conservation Commission 
and Board of Selectmen. 

All parties agree that the land 
in question is owned by the town. 
But while town officials maintain 
that the Conservation Commis- 
sion has jurisdiction over the land 
because it lies within a 100-foot 
buffer of a wetland zone, Lemay 
wants to see the town use the land 
as active open space for all town 
residents. 

Lemay said he was happy that 
selectmen took the time to hear 
the issues and come up with a

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Honoring a heroine’s memory 


I hadn’t 
thought 
about Han- 
nah Dustin 
for years. 
However, 
recently 
the Towns-

dants of 
Hannah Dustin met in Andover 
for a reunion. That revived my 
memory and got me thinking 
about her and why she had 
dropped out of my memory as 
well as the public consciousness. 

In the 19th century she was 
mentioned prominently in several 
books, including poet John 
Greenleaf Whittier’s first publica- 
tion: Legends of New England 
(1831). After interviewing her, 
Cotton Mather wrote about 
Dustin (often spelled “Duston”), 
and she was considered one of 
America’s significant heroines 
well into the 20th century. She 
even made an appearance in the 
1957 comic book Wonder Woman 
in a story called “Fabulous 
Females.” Dustin's amazing tale 
was taught to every school child 
throughout New England and per- 
haps beyond. My generation all 
knew who Hannah Dustin was. 

The only recent mention of 
Dustin that I was able to find is in 
historian Paul Hudon’s excellent 
book, Lower Merrimack - The 
Valley and Its Peoples (American 


| Historical Press, 2004), which 


gives good coverage to Dustin’s 
story. The author points out 
Dustin’s importance to the morale 
of early New England settlers. 
She was the first woman in this 
country to have a statue erected in 
her memory (1861). That statue is 
in Haverhill where she lived and 
where her story began. A second 
statue was erected in Boscawen, 


New Hampshire, near where her 
story reached its climax. She was 
the first woman in America who 
was honored by any government 
(Massachusetts) with an award for 
her exploits. As far away as Mary- 
land she was honored by the gov- 
ernor. There is an island in the 
Merrimack River named after her. 

On March 15, 1697, Hannah 
Dustin was homebound in her 
Haverhill house, having six days 
earlier given birth to her eighth 
child, a girl by the name of 
Martha. With her was her servant 
and midwife, Mary Neff, and her 
other seven children. This was a 
time of periodic raids from Indi- 
ans against English settlers. 
Although the French and Indian 
War was pretty much over in 
America, you would not have 
thought so if you lived in the Mer- 
rimack Valley. 

It was during this period that 
Andover men were killed. The 
Indians, still encouraged and to 
some degree supported by the 
French, raided Haverhill on that 
late winter day with substantial 
force. Dustin’s husband, Thomas, 
rushed to the house to rescue his 
family. As the Indians 
approached, Hannah begged her 
husband to take the seven children 
to the town garrison and leave her 
behind with the infant. He did so 
but only at the speed of his 
youngest child, a 5-year-old. The 
fact that he was able to turn and 
shoot at his pursuers, killing one, 
allowed him and the children to 
reach safety. 

Hannah, the infant, and Mary 
Neff were helpless when the Indi- 
ans attacked the house, finally 
burning it down. They took Han- 
nah, clutching her infant, and 
Neff. The leader of the attacking 
party grabbed the baby from 
Dustin’s arms and, while she 
watched, ruthlessly killed the 
baby by dashing its head against a 
tree. Dustin later, in brutal detail, 
described the horror of the event 
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but said that the horror was even- 
tually replaced by a bitter hatred 
and a desire for revenge. 

In perhaps the most successful 
raid by Indians in this area, sever- 
al other captives were taken and 
most or all were killed, leaving 
only Dustin and Neff alive. The 
next several days they were forced 
to march up the Merrimack River 
into New Hampshire. Hannah 
was barefoot and dressed only in 
bedclothes. She grieved not only 
for her infant but also suffered the 
anguish of not knowing the fate of 
her other children and husband. 
She and Neff were given to the 
leader of the raiding party, the 
killer of her infant. 

Another captive, a boy about 
15 years old who'd been with the 
Indians for over a year, joined 
Dustin and Neff. 

Near Concord, the three cap- 
tives were taken by canoe to the 
island that is now called Duston 
Island. The boy told the two 
women that the next day they 
would be taken to the Indian vil- 
lage, stripped of their clothes, and 
be forced to run the gauntlet 
where every member of the vil- 
lage would strike them with 
weapons. Dustin decided that she 
would rather face death trying to 
escape than await the next day’s 
torture. She asked the boy to find 
out how to kill someone quickly 
and silently. The boy, who had 
gained some trust from his cap- 
tives, talked with one of the men 
and was told that hitting on the 
temple was the best way to kill 
quickly. 

Deep into the night, Dustin 
walked around to test how deeply 
her captives slept. There were 12 
Indians, two adult males, three 
women and children of various 
ages. Her walking went unno- 
ticed. Dustin took three hatchets 
and armed her fellow captives. 
The hatchets were meant for 
killing and were heavy at the 
killing end with a jagged, sharp 
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edge. The first blow was struck by 
Dustin, hitting her baby’s killer on 
the temple. It was a blow given by 
a mother retaliating for a most 
heinous crime, and perhaps there 
was more than one blow; history 
does not tell us. He momentarily 
stirred, then died. 

At almost the same moment 
the boy killed the young man who 
had given him the information 
about how best to kill. With Dustin 
doing almost all of the killing, 11 
Indians were silently attacked and 
only one was not killed instantly, 
although she escaped with a griev- 
ous wound. Dustin raised her 
hatchet to kill a small child but 
even in the blood frenzy of 
revenge could not strike. The child 
was left unharmed. 

Dustin, Neff and the boy head- 
ed for the canoes, destroying all 
but one. 

They were about to complete 
their escape when Dustin went 
back and took the scalps of the 10 
dead Indians. She told the other 
two escapees that no one would 
believe their story if they did not 
return with the scalps. They 
canoed down to Hudson and com- 
pleted their escape. 

On April 29, 1697, six weeks 
after she and Neff had been cap- 
tured, they returned to Haverhill. 
Although the town was still griev- 
ing over the deaths of 39 of its 
inhabitants, as well as the destruc- 
tion of six buildings, the remain- 
ing citizens exulted in the return of 
Dustin and Neff, and the story of 
their revenge quickly spread 
throughout the English settle- 
ments. Dustin discovered that her 
husband and children had not been 
killed and there was a joyous 
reunion. 

She lived to be 80 years old and 
died in 1837. Her fame continued 
to grow. 

The story of her capture, 
revenge, and escape is one of 
courage and character, but it is also 
brutal. Of course, in this day when 
our American heritage is being 
eroded by politically correct text- 
books, Hannah Dustin’s story will 
not be told to children in school. 
Short of a blockbuster movie 
being made about her travails, 
Hannah will slip toward total, final 
obscurity, putting to lie the words 
of local historian Robert Caverly 
who wrote in 1866, “...and long as 
Merrimac’s bright waters glide, 
shall stand that mother’s fame, still 
by its side.”

There was nothing 
to say; the feelings we had could 
not be put into words. The only 
way I can describe it now is that 
it was unparalleled disbelief. 
That the world had stood by and 
let this happen was literally 
unbelievable. 

I write in response to state 
Rep. Barry Finegold’s letter 
about the Darfur genocide, and I 
add my voice to those who say it 
is time for the US to speak up. 

In the past year, the situation 
in Darfur has escalated to a 
genocide and humanitarian cri- 
sis that has claimed the lives of 
thousands of people.

America’s past. The result is an eclectic mix of 
poems and essays about veterans, written by stu- 
dents based on their subject’s eyewitness 
accounts. Kerric’s short essay about his grandfa- 
ther’s service in the Korean War was chosen this 
week as the best Veterans Day essay at West Mid- 
dle. His piece, along with 20 additional student 
writings about veterans, will be read during a star- 
spangled tribute to all US servicemen and women 
today (Thursday), at 12:15 p.m. and 1 p.m., at 
West Middle. 

Nurses. Infantrymen. Intelligence officers. Sea- 
men. Any way a veteran served, West Middle 
Principal Denise Holmes calls every story a sig- 
nificant piece in a much bigger picture. 

“Wars are not all about fighting,” said Holmes. 
“They're about all sorts of things. We wanted kids 
to recognize that. Veterans’ stories are a kaleido- 
scope of experiences and every one is as valuable 
as the next.” 

Brumberg, who did not see action in the war, 
carried out an important mission of his own. 

The veteran served as a Navy corpsman on a 
destroyer in Korea before getting transferred to 


| the hospital ship, the USS Repose. The white 


medical vessel painted with red crosses assisted 
soldiers wounded in combat. 

“He helped people who were badly wounded 
during the course of the two years that he was in 
the Navy,” writes Kerric. “He chuckled when he 
remembered when their boat was caught in a 
typhoon and almost all of the men got sick and 
they wrapped themselves around the toilets.”

Although it has been nicknamed “The Forgot- 
ten War’’ by many veterans who consider Korea to 
be the country’s least talked about war, Brum- 
berg’s recollection remains sharp and vivid. 
Forty-eight years after his service, the Navy vet- 
eran believes it is important for students to study 
where they came from to better understand where 
they are going. 

“All wars are different,’ said Brumberg. “But 
all wars are the same too. When young people 
enlist, thoughts about the consequences of death 
and disablement are distant. At first it’s an adven- 
ture, but once you get into it, the experience 
changes you.” 

Through Kerric’s eyes, his grandfather has 
seen and experienced many things. For better or 
worse, Kerric focuses on the one thing 
unchanged: “He remains proud that he served his 
country.” 

At 74, Brumberg, who now lives in South Car- 
olina, said he was pleased to share pieces of his 
past with his grandson, and other middle school- 
ers. 

“There are many great stories about many 
great people who are now veterans,” Brumberg 
said. “It’s good that students are getting a chance 
to hear them.” 

Taking an opportunity to delve deeper into the 
past himself, Brumberg is now studying up on 
veterans of a war predating his own. 

The Korean War vet is reading up on names 
and faces from the Civil War. 

“Patriotism should not be hollow,” said 
Holmes. “It’s more than a bumper sticker on 
someone's car or a day for shopping. We're trying 
to help our kids appreciate Veterans Day by giv- 
ing them an honest glimpse of patriotism.”

“They per- 
formed 100 percent better than their 
scores showed.” 

The girls, who mostly cheer for 
the varsity football team from fhe 


sidelines, had an opportunity to 
showcase their own talents last 
weekend. “It’s fun to have the foot- 
ball players cheering for us for a 
change,” said sophomore Jackie 
Stackhouse, a member of the AHS 
squad who has been cheering since 
the eighth grade. 

The AHS team has been training 
since the summer, two hours, four 
times a week and once a week at the 
varsity football games. 

Other teams competing last week- 
end were Lowell High School, Dra- 
cut High School, Haverhill High 
School, Billerica Memorial High 
School, Methuen High School, 
Tewksbury Memorial High School, 
Chelmsford High School and Central 
Catholic High School. Methuen took 
first place, Billerica second and Low- 
ell third. Those teams will advance 
to upcoming regional competition. 

This was Andover’s third year as 
hosts of the competition. 

Co-captain Ashley Baldwin, a 
senior who has been on the team 
since she was a freshman, plans to 
continue cheerleading in college.

The largest group of today’s vet- 
erans served in the Vietnam War. 
That was 30 to 40 years ago. 

World War Two ended 60 years 
ago. Its troops provide our second- 
largest group of veterans alive today.

said Fitzgerald. “I think she eats nails for 
breakfast.

At the end of the meet it wasn’t clear 
exactly how seriously the arm had been re- 
injured. 

“The trainer on-site said it was either a 
ligament or she had re-broken it,” said coach 
Fitzgerald. 


Petzold had two separate sets of X-rays 
taken on Monday — and her availability for 
the North Sectionals was unknown at 
presstime. 

“They don’t think it’s broken — but there 
could be a problem with the growth plate,” 
said Fitzgerald. “Tiffany is going to see a 
specialist and hopefully the injury won't 
result in surgery somewhere down the line. 

“She didn’t practice Monday and we're 
taking it day by day.”

T-Mobile subsidiary gets approval to go to church - the steeple of West Parish Church

T IS A FIRST FOR ANDOVER — a 
| aes tower inside a 

church steeple. 

OmniPoint Holdings Inc., a 
wholly owned subsidiary of T- 
Mobile, received town zoning 
approval to install three cellphone 
panels in the spire of West Parish 
Church on Reservation Road. 

“As far as I can see, this is what 
we want to see done with (cell) 
towers,” said Pam Mitchell, a 
member of the board. 

The ZBA_ unanimously 
approved the project last Saturday 
despite concerns from some 
neighbors about health issues 
related to cellular phone receptors. 

Board members agreed that the 
logistics of the proposal were 
ideal for Andover. The antennas 
will be hidden from external view 
and the 75-foot height of the 
receptors will help improve cell- 
phone service in Andover. 

Cellphone company represen- 
tatives told officials at a Nov. 3 
meeting that the request comes as 
T-Mobile attempts to close a cell- 
phone coverage gap along Route 
133. The church location between 
Routes 93 and 28 will help pro- 
vide coverage to nearby T-Mobile 
users. 

“T-Mobile, perhaps more than 
any other carrier, seeks to find 
locations that are the least intru- 
sive to the community,” said Peter 
Morin the attorney representing 
the cellphone carrier. “Obviously 
church steeples are at the top of 
that list.” 

Town approval is just the first 
step in the process of putting the 
antennas in the church spire. T- 
Mobile still needs to procure a 
building permit from the town and 
must also get approval under the 
National Environmental Policy 
Act, a process to insure there are 
no adverse historical changes to 
the building.
